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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The term "bonded" is a new limitation which raises new issues because it replaces the method term "laminate" 
and thus requires further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Telephone Interview: at no time did the examiner 
say that the term "bonded" could or would be entered after final rejection as a matter of right. The examiner did suggest the term 
"bonded" would be a structural limitation as opposed to the term "laminated" which is a method limitation. However, introducing the term 
"bonded" at this stage of prosicution after a final rejection has been issued requires further search and/or consideration and thus the 
instant amendment is not entered. 



Applicant has argued that Fenwick describes a water proofing which is applied to a woven fabric and dries thereon by surrounding the 
fabric strands and the filling the interstices between them and thus Fenwick does not describe a waterproof film that is bonded. However, 
the term "bonded" is not recited in the current claims. Furthermore, it is submitted that a coating is a film. 
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
